Central  ^''anagem.ent .  TITLE  II —  Distribution  of  Commodities. 
Section  201,  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
is  authorized  to  (enter  into  a  contract  or  contract's  from  time 
to  time  u'ith  the  United  States  Department  of  A,mriculture  for  the 
distribution  to  schools  and  to  public  charitable  institutions 
of  comjnodities  made  available  bj''  said  Department,  and  (b)  to 
carry  out,  under  regulations  of  the  said  Board,  a  program  or 
programs  of  furnishing  milk  to  school  children.'  in  the  District, 
including  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  mdlk  under  agreement 
v/ith  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture;  Provided, 
that  all  m.oneys  collected  under  such  program  or  prograiiis  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
for  deposit  into  the  Treasiiry  of  the  United  States  to  the  Credi.t 
of  the  District,  Section  202,  Appropriations  are  hereby  auth¬ 
orized  to  enable  the  Board  of  Education  to  carry  out  the  contract 
and  programs  axithorized  by  this  title.

A  BILL 

To  establish  a  Department  of  Food  Services  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  TITLE  I— PUBLIC  SCHOOL  CAFETERIAS  AHD 

4  LUNCHROOMS 

5  Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  in  the  pubhc 

6  schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  Department  of  Food 

7  Services,  which  Department,  imder  the  direction  and  con- 

8  trol  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 

9  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  ‘‘Board”,  is  hereby  authorized 
10  to  conduct  a  centralized  system  of  pubhc  school  cafeterias, 
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lunchrooms,  and  related  services,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
‘‘food  services”. 

Sec.  2.  For  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the 
Board  is  empowered — 

(a)  to  establish  in  the  Department  of  Food  Services 
an  Office  of  Central  Management  consisting  of  a  Di¬ 
rector  and  Assistant  Directors  of  Food  Services,  whose 
compensation  shall  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  the 
District  of  Columbia  Teachers’  Salary  Act  of  1947,  as 
amended ; 

(b)  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Food  Services  and  for  the  use  and  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  the  facilities  and  services  of  such  department; 

(c)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  to  employ  such  personnel  as  may 
l)e  required  to  manage  cafeterias,  lunchrooms,  and  re¬ 
lated  services  and  to  conduct  the  Office  of  Central 
Management.  The  compensation  of  such  personnel, 
other  than  the  Director  and  Assistant  Directors  of 
Food  Services,  shall  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  the 
Classification  Act  of  1949; 

(d)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Schools,  to  employ  on  a  full-time  or 
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part-time  basis  such  personnel  as  may  be  required  for 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  food  services  at  rates 
of  pay  to  be  fixed  by  said  Board  without  reference  to 
the  Classification  Act  of  1949,  and  with  respect  to  part- 
time  employees  without  regard  to  prohibitions  or  hmh 
tations  relating  to  dual  compensation  as  contained  in  any 
Act  of  Congress.  Persons  employed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for 
aU  time  when  and  as  they  perform  service,  and,  in 
addition  thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for- 
such  holidays  as  fall  within  a  regular  tour  of  duty  of 
not  less  than  five  days  in  any  estabhshed  workweek. 
Persons  employed  under  this  paragraph  shall  not  be 
entitled,  by  reason  of  such  service,  to  vacation  or  annual 
leave  with  pay.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
other  law,  such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  sick  leave 
with  pay,  to  be  cmnulative  at  the  rate  of  one  day  a 
month,  September  to  June,  inclusive,  of  each  year,  the 
total  cumulation  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  to  be  granted 
under  such  conditions  as  the  Board  may  by  regulation 
prescribe :  Provided,  That  as  to  part-time  employees  snch 
leave  shall  be  pro  rated  on  an  hourly  basis.  The  days 
of  sick  leave  with  pay  provided  for  in  this  section  shall 
mean  days  on  v/hich  emplo^^es  would  othei'wise  work 
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and  receive  pay  and  shall  he  exclusive  of  Saturdays, 
Sundays,  holidays,  and  vacation  periods  authorized  by 
the  Board; 

(e)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  to  accept  for  the  benefit  of  the 
program  of  food  services  gifts  of  money  which  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  fund  created  by  section  4  of  this  Act, 
and  of  personal  propert}^  and  volunteer  personal  service. 
Sec.  3.  Article  II  of  title  I  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
Teachers’  Salary  Act  of  1947,  as  amended,  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  the  following  new  salary  schedules  immediately 
after  the  salary  schedule  for  Class  34 — Child  Labor 
Inspectors : 

‘‘Depaetment  of  Food  See^^ces 

“class  3  5 — DIEECTOE  OF  DEPAETMENT  OF  FOOD  SEE\T:CES 
“A  basic  salary  of  $6,000  per  year,  with  an  annual 
increase  in  salaiy  of  $200  for  five  years,  or  until  a  maximum 
salary  of  $7,000  per  year  in  reached. 

“class  3  6— assistant  DIEECTOES  OF  DEPAETMENT  OF 

FOOD  SEEVICES 

“A  basic  salary  of  $5,000  per  year,  with  an  annual 
increase  in  salary  of  $200  for  five  years,  or  until  a  maximum 
salary  of  $6,000  per  year  is  reached.” 

Sec.  4.  There  is  hereby  created  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  a  fund  to  be  known  as  “District  of  Columbia 
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1  Public  School  Food  Services  Fund”,  hereinafter  referred  to 

2  as  the  ‘‘Food  Services  Fund”,  and  there  is  authorized  to  be 

3  appropriated,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
^  $25,000  which  shall  be  credited  to  the  Food  Services  Fund. 
5  All  revenues  and  receipts  of  any  nature  whatever  derived 
®  from  the  operation  of  food  services,  or  as  provided  otherwise 
^  by  this  Act,  shall,  under  regulations  of  the  Board,  be  paid 
^  over  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia  not 
^  less  often  than  once  each  week  and  by  him  deposited  in  the 

Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  the  Food 
Services  Fund.  Such  fund  shall  be  used  as  a  permanent  re- 
volving  fund  and  expenditures  therefrom  shall  he  made  only 
upon  vouchers  certified  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  or 
his  designated  agent  and  approved  before  pajnnent  by  the 
Auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  be  disbursed 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  District  of  Columbia  funds  are 
disbursed.  The  Food  Services  Fund  shall  be  available  for 
the  purchase  of  food,  supphes,  and  all  other  services  and 
expenditures  of  whatever  nature  which  are  necessary  for  the 
conduct  of  the  Department  of  Food  Services,  including  per- 
sonal  services,  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  motor  trucks, 
and  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  Office  of  Central 

Management.

Sec.  5.  Appropriations  are  hereby  authorized  for  the 
S.  1349 - 2 
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acquisition,  maintenance  and  replacement  of  equipment  used 
or  acquired  for  use  in  the  conduct  of  the  Department  of 
Food  Services  in  the  pubhc  schools  of  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Sec.  6.  (a)  All  funds,  whether  in  cash  or  other  form, 
in  the  custody  or  possession  of  the  person  or  persons  op- 
eratmg  cafeterias  and  lunchrooms  in  pubhc  school  buildings 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  which  fmids  have  been  derived 
from  such  operations  shall,  on  the  date  such  cafeterias  and 
lunchrooms  are  placed  under  the  Office  of  Central  Manage¬ 
ment,  be  paid  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  District  of  Columbia, 
and  deposited  by  him  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
to  the  credit  of  the  Food  Services  Fund,  and  ah  supphes 
and  equipment  of  whatever  nature  acquired  for  use  in  such 
cafeterias  and  lunchrooms  shall,  by  the  person  or  persons 
having  custody  or  possession  of  such  supphes  and  equipment, 
be  returned  or  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Education,  to¬ 
gether  with  ah  books  and  records  pertaining  to  the  same: 
Provided,  That  the  Board  of  Education  shah  place  aU  such 
cafeterias  and  lunchrooms  imder  the  Office  of  Central  Man¬ 
agement  not  more  than  one  year  after  the  Department  of 
Food  Services  is  estabhshed  by  said  Board. 

(b)  AU  obhgations  incmved  for  food,  supphes,  and 
equipment  used  or  usable  in  the  conduct  of  cafeterias  and 
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lunchrooms  unsatisfied  on  the  day  the  respective  cafeterias 
and  lunchrooms  are  placed  under  the  Office  of  Central  Man¬ 
agement,  shall  be  paid  from  the  Tood  Services  Fund. 

Sec.  7.  Insofar  as  the  Board  shall  conduct  a  school- 
lunch  program  under  the  authority  of  this  title,  it  shall  he 
considered  a  “schoor’  withm  the  meaning  of  the  National 
School  Lunch  Act,  and  all  funds  to  which  it  may  thus  become 
entitled  as  a  participating  school  under  the  National  School 
Lunch  Act  shall  be  deposited  in  the  fund  created  by  section 
4  hereof. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  to  audit  at  least  quarterly  the  accounts 
of  the  Department  of  Food  Services  and  make  reports  thereof 
to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  9.  This  title  may  be  cited  as  the  “District  of 
Columbia  Public  School  Food  Services  Act”. 

TITLE  II— DISTEIBUTION  OF  COMMODITIES 

Sec.  201.  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  is  authorized  (a)  to  enter  into  a  contract  or  con¬ 
tracts  from  time  to  time  with  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  for  the  distribution  to  schools  and  to  public 
and  charitable  institutions  of  commodities  made  available  by 
said  Department,  and  (b)  to  carry  out,  under  regulations  of 
the  said  Board,  a  program  or  programs  of  furnishing  nfilk 
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1  to  school  children  in  the  District,  including  the  purchase  and 

2  distribution  of  niilk  under  agreement  with  the  United  States 

3  Department  of  Agriculture:  Provided,  That  aU  moneys  col- 

4  lected  imder  such  program  or  programs  shall  be  paid  to  the 

5  Collector  of  Taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  deposit  into 

6  the  Treasmy  of  the  United  States  to  the  credit  of  the  District. 

7  Sec.  '202.  Appropriations  are  hereby  authorized  to  en- 

8  able  the  Board  of  Education  to  carry  out  the  contracts  and

Mr.  ,,WILEY.  Mr.  President,  like  my 
colleagues,  I  have  received  a  tremendous 
nurrfber  of  protests  against  the  college - 
deferment  program  announced  by  Pres¬ 
ident  Truman  and  General  Hershey. 


Innumerable  Wisconsinites,  both  indi¬ 
viduals  and  organizations,  have  Indi¬ 
cated  that  they  feel  that  deferment  for 
college  studies  is  a  form  of  class  legisla¬ 
tion,  and  as  such  is  discriminatory,  par¬ 
ticularly  against  youngsters  who  can¬ 
not  afford  to  go  to  college. 

I  ask  unanimous  consent  that  there  be 
printed  in  the  Record  a  resolution  sent 
to  me  by  Commander  Harold  L.  Hill  of 
the  American  Legion  Post  in  Janesville, 
Wis.,  and  request  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Armed  Services  Committee.

Resolved  by  Richard  Ellif  Post,  No.  205, 
Janesville,  Wis.,  assembled^dn  regular  meet¬ 
ing  this  tenth  day  of  Apfil  1951,  at  Janes¬ 
ville,  Wis.,  That  we  denounce  this  plan  and

2  DEPARTMENT^OF  FOOD  SERVICES  IN  DISTRICT  .(^|^LUMBIA  SCHOOLS 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  centralize  the  handling  of  cafeterias 
and  school-lunch  problems  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  present 
school  cafeterias  in  Washington  are  operated  by  the  principals  of 
each  school  as  a  private  nonprofit  enterprise.  The  bill  would  estab¬ 
lish  a  central  office  for  food  services,  with  power  to  engage  in  wholesale 
purchasing,  to  establish  uniform  dietary  and  other  standards,  and  to 
administer  school-lunch  and  surplus-food-disposal  programs  in  coop¬ 
eration  with  officials  of  the  Federal  Government.

Resolution  disapproving  any  attempt  by  Con¬ 
gress  to  place  rates  of  municipally  owned 
public  utilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Office  of-  Price  Stabilization 
Whereas  it  has  been  called  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  city  council  that  an  effort  is  be¬ 
ing  made  in  Congress  to  require  the  consent 
and  approval  of  the  Office  of  Price  Stabiliza¬ 
tion  of  any  municipaljy  owned  utility  rate 
change  or  fare  change;  land 

Whereas  specifically  this.js  being  attempted 
by  H.  R.  3871  and  S.  1397;  apd 

Whereas  under  the  proposed  amendments 
all  privately  owned  utilities  mSist  give  notice 
to  the  Office  of  Price  Stabilization  of  the 
filing  of  an  application  for  any' increase  in 
rate,  fare,  or  charge  and  consent  to  the 
timely  intervention  of  the  Office  of  Price 
Stabilization  before  Federal,  State,  munici¬ 
pal  or  other  public  regulatory  body;  and 
Whereas  municipally  owned  utility  fares, 
rates  and  charges  for  sewer  and  water  worKs 
and  for  other  municipally  owned  utilitiei 
should  not  be  subject  to  control  or  approval  % 
by  a  Federal  agency  for  the  following  reasons; 

1.  Such  rates,  fares,  and  charges  are  al¬ 
ready  under  direct  public  control,  that  is,  by 
the  people  themselves  who  own  the  munici¬ 
pal  utility.  If  such  rates  are  excessive  or  in¬ 
flationary,  it  is  historically  true  that  the 
segment  of  the  American  public  which  owns 
such  utility  will  do  something  about  it  by 
removing  the  public  officials  in  power  or  by 
reorganizing  or  refinancing  the  municipal 
utility. 

2.  There  is  no  profit  motive  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  municipal  utilities.  One  of  the  very 
purposes  of  public  ownership  is  to  eliminate 
excessive  profit  from  the  operation  of  the 
utility  so  that  the  public  may  benefit  there¬ 
from  in  various  ways  through  lower  rates, 
better  improvements  through  improved 
ability  to  finance,  and  so  forth. 

3.  Municipal  utility  rates,  fares  and 
charges  are  almost  universally  below  com¬ 
parable  privately  owned  utility  fares,  rates, 
and  charges.  Therefore,  there  is  less  need  to 
regulate  publicly  owned  utility  fares,  rates, 
and  charges  than  privately  owned  utility 
fares,  rates,  and  charges. 

4.  It  has  always  been  the  Intent  of  Con¬ 
gress  to  exempt  from  Federal  control  the 
regulation  of  municipal  utilities  in  any 
shape,  manner  or  form,  and  to  exempt  from 
Federal  control  the  rates  charged  by  mu¬ 
nicipally  owned  utilities.

Dear  Senator  HuiJraREY:  The  board  of 
public  welfare  at  its  :^ular  meeting  held 
June  1,  1951,  adopted  td^  following  resolu¬ 
tion  :  ‘ 

"That  the  board  go  on  record  as  favoring 
an  extension  of  rent  controR^lus  the  fol¬ 
lowing  changes  needed  in  th^.present  law, 
and  which^  are  necessary  to  make  it  effec¬ 
tive  :  /  \ 

“1.  Under  the  present  law,  if  'a  'iandlord 
evicts  af*  tenant  wrongfully,  such  as  demand¬ 
ing  the  premises  for  his  own  use  and’^then 
not  moving  in  himself,  there  is  no  re^dy 
for  the  tenant.  The  Supreme  Court  has  i^- 
cently  ruled  that  although  the  tenant  hati, 
'been  wronged  there  is  no  law  that  allows  \ 
the  tenant  to  correct  this  injustice. 

“2.  Many  units  are  not  under  rent  con¬ 
trol  at  the  present  time,  such  as  rooming 
houses,  hotels,  and  new  construction.  These 
units  should  be  under  rent  control,  at  least 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  tenant 
against  arbitrary  eviction. 

“3.  The  Rent  Advisory  Board  provided  by 
the  act  is  one  of  the  most  democratic  stand¬ 
ards  that  the  tenant  has  against  arbitrary 
action  on  the  part  of  administrators.  Our 
experience  -with  the  Minneapolis  Rent  Ad¬ 
visory  Board  is  that  these  citizens  put  in 
long  hours  without  any  compensation  what¬ 
soever.  If  we  expect  due  representation  on 
these  boards  there  should  be  a  per  diem  j 
payment  for  the  time  spent.  j 

“4.  Under  the  present  law  there  is  no  crim-  j 
inal  provision  fpr  willful  violation  of  the  ) 
rent  law.  This  omission  weakens  the  hand 
of  the  Administrator  in  enforcing  the  act.’*

A  number  of  United  Stq^fefes  citizens  had 
been  in  Italy  through^t  the  war  years. 
With  the  first  free  ejections  in  Italy  in 
almost  25  years  aiyintensive  campaign 
to  get  out  the  vj»w  was  started.  The 
Iptalian  Government  imposed  legal  pres- 
^sures,  and  mor^l  pressure  was  imposed 
’by  friends  ^'d  neighbors,  to  make  it 
■filear  that  nbnvoters  would  be  classified 
as  ■  Civic  . Slackers.  Communist  Party  ■ 
support^  used  threats  and  coercion  to 
force  Hfflians  to  vote  in  the  hope  of  gain¬ 
ing  £p»  Communist  Party  candi- 

datjift  One  of  the  strongest  pressures 
e^nated^^ft^m  the  United  States  col¬ 
umnists'  radio  commentators,  who 


set  in  motion  a  letter-writing  campaign 
by  Americans  who  had  relatives  in  Italy. 
It  is  estimated  that  a  million  letters  were 
sent  from  this  country  to  friends  and 
relatvies  in  Italy,  urging  them  to  vote. 

In  the  great  majority  of  cases  those 
American  citizens  who  voted  were  un¬ 
aware  of  the  fact  that  such  voting  would 
result  in  the  loss  of  their  United  States 
citizenship.  The  best  estimate  is  that 
between  three  and  four  thousand  indi¬ 
viduals  have  lost  their  United  States 
citizenship  by  voting  in  the  Italian  elec¬ 
tions. 

The  committee  has  added  a  proviso 
to  the  bill  which  requires  that  individuals 
benefited  by  this  bill  take  an  oath  that 
they  have  done  nothing  to  promote  the 
cause  of  communism. 

Mr.  President,  the  able  Senator  from 
New  Mexico  [Mr.  Chavez],  who  has  made 
objection  to  the  bill  aU  along,  cannot  be 
placed  in  the  category  of  those  who  are 
objecting  to  it  generally.  The  bill  is 
being  objected  to  by  every  Communist 
in  America  today,  because  the  Commu¬ 
nists  want  to  punish  those  who  went  to 
ItX^  or  were  in  Italy,  and  who  voted  to  , 
keep  jihe  Communist  Party  down  in  Italy.

COLUMBIA  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS

partment  of  Food  Services  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
for  other  purposes,  was  announced  as 
next  in  order. 
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The  VICE  PRESIDENT.  Is  there  ob¬ 
jection  to  the  present  consideration  of 
the  bill? 

Mr.  HENDRICKSON.  Mr.  President, 
reserving  the  right  to  object — although 
I  shall  not  object — I  should  like  to  have 
an  explanation  of  the  bill,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  Record.  I  think  it  is  a  very 
important  bill. 

Mr.  JOHNSTON  of  South  Carolina. 
Mr.  President,  this  bill  would  centralize 
the  handling  of  cafeterias  and  school- 
lunch  problems  in  the  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia.  The  present  school  cafeterias  in 
Washington  are  operated  by  the  prin¬ 
cipals  of  each  school  as  piivate  nonprofit 
enterprises.  The  bill  would  establish  a 
central  ofBce  for  food  services,  with 
power  to  engage  in  wholesale  purchas¬ 
ing,  to  establish  uniform  dietary  and 
other  standards,  and  to  administer 
school-lunch  and  surplus-food-disposal 
programs  in  cooperation  with  officials  of 
the  Federal  Government.  The  bill  au¬ 
thorizes  the  establishment  of  a  revolving 
fund  of  $25,000,  and  it  is  contemplated 
that  the  program  will  continue  to  be 
non-profit-making  and  self-sustaining. 

The  bill  has  been  requested  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
and  the  Board  of  Education.  It  was 
unanimously  reported  by  the  full  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Mr.  DANGER.  Mr.  President,  will  the 
Senator  yield  Rr  a  question?

The  Senator 
from  North  Dakota  objects,  and  the  bill 
will  be  passed  over. 

Mr.  HENDRICKSON.  Mr.  President, 
I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  have  printed 
in  the  Record,  in  connection  with  the 
bill,  certain  correspondence  which  is 
further  explanatory  thereof.

islation  by  the  minority  committee  on  the 
calendar,  of  which  you  are  a  member. 

In  order  that  you  may  be  advised  of  the 
objectives  of  this  legislation  I  am  enclosing 
five  copies  of  a  letter  dated  June  28,  1951, 
addressed  to  me  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  the  District  of  Columbia  which 
gives  a  general  statement  of  the  present  food 
service  situation  in  the  public  schools,  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  establishment  of 
a  food  service  department,  and  the  method 
of  financing  the  operation  of  such  a  depart¬ 
ment. 

I  shall  be  very  happy  to  furnish  any  fur¬ 
ther  information  which  you  or  the  commit¬ 
tee  desires  in  respect  to  this  matter.

Dear  Mr.  West;  In  response  to  Mr.  Bryan’s 
request  I  am  submitting  this  letter  answer¬ 
ing  the  three  points  which  he  brought  up, 
namely,  the  present  food  service  situation, 
the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  food  serv¬ 
ice  department,  and  the  method  of  financing 
the  food  service  department. 

present  food  service  situation 

The  cafeterias  of  the  school  system  are 
now  operated  as  individual  units  in  each 
school.  This  requires  each  principal  to  oper¬ 
ate  an  individual  business  with  the  resultant 
problems  in  buying,  in  employment,  and  in 
accounting.  In  each  case  it  is  necessary 
that  the  principal  not  only  operate  a  busi¬ 
ness  but  that  he  have  sufficient  profits  to 
replace  and  repair  the  equipment  in  his 
cafeteria.  This,  of  course,  has  made  it  nec¬ 
essary  to  keep  the  price  of  food  high  in  some 
cases.  Food  purchases  for  cafeterias,  while 
being  bought  from  wholesale  houses,  have 
not  been  bought  in  sufficiently  large  quan¬ 
tities  by  each  school  to  permit  much  reduc¬ 
tion  in  cost.  The  Superintendent  directed  a 
study  of  the  entire  cafeteria  organization 
and  considered  the  following  problems; 

1.  Authority  and  responsibility  of  the 
Board  of  Education  for  operating  school 
cafeterias. 

2.  Centralized  management. 

3.  Centralized  purchasing. 

4.  Standardization  for  prices  and  servings 
at  the  lowest  possible  cost  level. 

5.  Uniform  accounting  and  auditing 
practices. 

6.  Installation,  maintenance,  replacement, 
and  extension  of  equipment. 

7.  Complete  insurance  coverage. 

8.  Status  and  protection  of  cafeteria  em¬ 
ployees. 

9.  Uniform  employment  practices  (includ¬ 

ing  standardization  of  wages  and  hours  and 
classification  of  jobs),  qualifications,  and 
duties.  • 

10.  Method  of  financing. 

Over  and  above  these  specific  problems  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  schools  for  provid¬ 
ing  proper  food  service  to  the  pupils  with 
proper  attention  to  dietetics,  nutrition,  and 
other  related  health  habits.  Because  of  the 
fact  that  feeding  is  such  an  integral  part 
of  the  whole  educational  program,  the  means 
by  which  it  is  accomplished  should  be  the 
best  possible. 

The  superintendent  is  convinced,  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  his  investigation  and  continued  study 
of  this  question,  that  the  school  cafeterias 
should  be  operated  by  the  board  of  educa¬ 
tion  through  the  establishment  of  a  cafe¬ 
teria  department  responsible  to  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  schools.  This  conviction  of  the 


superintendent  is  shared  by  the  members  of 
his  staff  and  by  the  officers  in  the  field  in 
whose  buildings  cafeterias  are  being 
operated. 

BENEFITS  to  BE  DERIVED  FROM  A  FOOD-SERVICE 
DEPARTMENT 

The  superintendent  and  his  associates  are 
further  convinced  that  the  following  im¬ 
provements  in  the  cafeteria  situation  would 
result  with  the  board  of  education  in  full 
control  of  cafeteria  operation; 

1.  All  cafeterias  would  be  operated  by  the 
board  as  an  integral  part  of  the  school 
system. 

2.  The  cafeteria  department  would  be 
staffed  by  a  competent  director  and  assist¬ 
ants  responsible  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

3.  The  principals  would  be  relieved  of  the 
pressing  responsibilities  of  cafeteria  business 
management. 

4.  The  principals  would  continue  to  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  educational  aspects  of  the 
cafeteria  as  an  important  school  laboratory. 

5.  All  personnel  management,  including 
employment  and  assignment,  would  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  cafeteria  director 
through  such  channels  as  would  be  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  Superintendent. 

6.  All  cafeteria  workers  would  be  employ¬ 
ees  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  as  such 
would  be  paid  according  to  rates  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Board  with  rights  of  leave,  re¬ 
tirement,  and  security  enjoyed  by  other  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  Board. 

7.  All  purchasing  would  be  centralized. 

8.  All  accounting  procedures  would  be 
standardized  and  uniform. 

9.  All  funds  and  accounts  would  be  au¬ 
dited  and  periodic  reports  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Education. 

10.  The  services  to  all  children  in  all 
schools  would  be  uniform  and  of  a  high 
standard. 

11.  Prices  to  all  children  would  be  uniform 
and  would  be  computed  on  a  nonprofit  basis. 

12.  Considerable  freedom  of  choice  in 
menus  would  be  exercised  by  the  local  school 
cafeteria  manager  within  the  framework  of 
recognized  standards  in  dietetics. 

Legislation  is  required  to  establish  the 
necessary  department  with  central  staff  and 
equipment  and  to  authorize  annual  appro¬ 
priations  to  cover  over-all  costs  of  central 
management,  including  salaries,  accounting, 
and  the  necessary  storage  and  delivery  serv¬ 
ices:  and  to  establish  an  over-all  trust  fund 
into  which  the  revenues  of  the  cafeterias 
could  be  deposited  and  from  which  pur¬ 
chases  could  be  made. 

method  of  financing  the  food  service 

DEPARTMENT 

The  bill,  S.  1349,  carries  a  provision  for 
establishing  a  ‘‘District  of  Columbia  public 
schools  food  services  fund”  and  authorizes 
the  appropriation  of  $25,000  out  of  District 
of  Columbia  revenue  to  be  credited  to  this 
fund.  This  is  necessary  in  order  to  give  an 
operating  base  in  the  initiation  of  this  pro¬ 
gram.  To  this  will  be  added  all  the  revenues 
and  receipts  derived  from  the  operation  of 
the  cafeterias  in  the  various  schools.  All 
costs  related  to  the  operation  of  the  food 
services  in  the  schools  will  be  taken  from 
this  fund.  This  will  include  the  purchase 
of  food,  supplies,  personal  services,  including 
the  expenses  of  conducting  the  office  of  cen.^ 
tral  management.  The  food  seryice  deparKi 
ment  will  in  this  way  be  self-sustainj^ig^' 
The  only  exception  to  this  is  that  the 
sition,  maintenance,  and  replacemaj^t  oiT 
equipment  will  be  from  appropriat^^mS 
as  are  all  other  such  items  in  fUlw 
school  plants.  '

(b)  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  Department  of  Food  Serv¬ 
ices  and  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
facilities  and  services  of  such  department; 

(c)  upon  the  written  recommendations  of 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  to  employ 
such  personnel  as  may  be  required  to  man¬ 
age  cafeterias,  lunchrooms,  and  related  serv¬ 
ices  and  to  conduct  the  Office  of  Central 
Management.  The  compensation  of  such 
personnel,  other  than  the  Director  and 
Assistant  Directors  of  Food  Services,  shall  be 
fixed  in  accordance  with  the  Classification 
Act  of  1949:  Provided,  That  the  salaries  of 
persons  employed  to  manage  cafeterias, 
lunchrooms,  and  related  services  shall  be 
paid  in  installments  and  computed  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  fourth 
and  fifth  paragraphs  under  the  subheading 
“For  allowance  to  principals”  under  the 
caption  “Public  schools”  contained  in  the  act 
of  Congress  entitled  “An  act  making  appro¬ 
priations  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the 


government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  and  for 
other  purposes,”  approved  May  26,  1908  (35 
Stat.  290,  291),  as  amended  (sec.  31-609  D.  C. 
Code,  1940  ed.)  :  And  provided  further. 
That  such  persons  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
leave  with  pay  of  any  kind  except  that  which 
is  allowed  teachers  under  the  District  of 
Columbia  Teachers’  Leave  Act  of  1949; 

(d)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of 
the  superintendent  of  schools,  to  employ  on 
a  full-time  or  part-time  basis  such  person¬ 
nel  as  may  be  required  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  food  services  at  rates  of  pay 
to  be  fixed  by  said  Board  without  reference 
to  the  Classification  Act  of  1949,  and  with 
respect  to  part-time  employees  without  re¬ 
gard  to  prohibitons  or  limitations  relating 
to  dual  compensation  as  contained  in  any 
act  of  Congress.  Persons  employed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  compensation  for  all  time  when 
and  as  they  perform  service,  and,  in  addition 
thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation 
for  such  holidays  as  fall  within  a  regular  tour 
of  duty  of  not  less  than  5  days  in  any  estab¬ 
lished  workweek.  Persons  employed  under 
this  paragraph  shall  not  be  entitled,  by  rea¬ 
son  of  such  service,  to  vacation  or  annual 
leave  with  pay.  Notwithstanding  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  any  other  law,  such  persons  shall 
be  entitled  to  sick  leave  with  pay,  to  be 
cumulative  at  the  rate  of  1  day  a  month, 
September  to  June,  inclusive,  of  each  year, 
the  total  cumulation  not  to  exceed  30  days, 
to  be  granted  under  such  conditions  as  the 
Board  may  by  regulation  prescribe:  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  as  to  part-time  employees  such 
leave  shall  be  pro  rated  on  an  hourly  basis. 
The  days  of  sick  leave  with  pay  provided  for 
in  this  section  shall  mean  days  on  which  em¬ 
ployees  would  otherwise  work  and  receive 
pay  and  shall  be  exclusive  of  Saturdays.  Sun¬ 
days,  holidays,  and  vacation  periods  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Board; 

(e)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  accept  for 
the  benefit  of  the  program  of  food  services 
gifts  of  money  which  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  fund  creat'd  by  section  4  of  this  act, 
and  of  personal  property  and  volunteer  per¬ 
sonal  service. 

Sf"  3.  Service  rendered  by  any  person  for 
salary  or  wages  as  an  employee  of  any  cafe¬ 
teria  or  lunchroom  operated  in  the  public- 
Echcjl  buildings  of  the  District  during  any 
period  prior  to  the  date  when  such  cafeteria 
or  lunchroom  is  placed  under  the  office  of 
central  management  shall,  if  and  when  such 
persor.  becomes  an  employee  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Food  Services,  be  deemed  to  be 
service  rendered  for  the  government  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  for  purposes  of  the 
Civil  Service  Retirement  Act,  approved  May 
29,  1930,  as  amended,  to  be  computed  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  section  5  of  such  act:  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  such  person  shall  make  deposits 
covering  such  service  as  provided  in  section 
9  of  such  act:  And  provided  further.  That 
any  such  person  may  elect  to  make  such 
deposits  in  installments  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  9  of  such  act.

Sec.  5.  There  is  hereby  created  In  the 
Treasury  of  the.  United  States  a  fund  to 
he  known  as  “District  of  Columbia  Public 
School  Food  Services  Fund,”  hereinafter  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  the  “Food  Services  Fund,”  and 
there  is  authorized  to  be  appropriated,  out  of 
the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
$25,000  which  shall  be  credited  to  the.  Food 
Services  Fund.  All  revenues  and  receipts 
of  any  nature  whatever  derived  from  the  op¬ 
eration  of  food  services,  or  as  provided  other¬ 
wise  by  this  act,  shall,  under  regulations  of 
the  Board,  be  paid  over  to  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  of  the  District  of  Columbia  not  less 
often  than  once  each  week  and  by  him  de¬ 
posited  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
to  the  credit  of  the  Food  Services  Fund. 
Such  fund  shall  be  used  as  a  permanent 
revolving  fund  and  expenditures  therefrom 
shall  be  made  only  upon  vouchers  certified 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  or  his  des¬ 
ignated  agent  and  approved  before  payment 
by  the  Auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  shall  be  disbursed  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  District  of  Columbia  funds  are 
disbursed.  The  Food  Services  Fund  shall  be 
available  for  the  purchase  of  food,  supplies, 
and  all  other  services  and  expenditures  of 
whatever  nature  which  are  necessary  for  the 
conduct  of  the  Department  of  Food  Services, 
Including  personal  services,  the  operation 
and  maintenance  of  motor  trucks,  and  the 
expenses  of  conducting  the  Ofiice  of  Central 
Management. 

Sec.  6.  Appropriations  are  hereby  author¬ 
ized  for  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and 
replacement  of  equipment  used  or  acquired 
for  use  in  the  conduct  of  the  Department  of 
Food  Services  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  6.  (a)  All  funds,  whether  in  cash  or 
other  form,  in  the  custody  or  possession  of 
the  person  or  persons  operating  cafeterias 
and  lunchrooms  in  public  school  buildings 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  which  funds 
have  been  derived  from  such  operations  shall, 
on  the  date  such  cafeterias  and  lunchrooms 
are  placed  under  the  OfiBce  of  Central  Man¬

3  TITLE  I— PUBLIC  SCHOOL  CAFETEEIAS  AND 

4  LUNCHEOOMS 

5  Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  in  the  pubhc

(d)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Schools,  to  employ  on  a  full-time  or 
part-time  basis  such  personnel  as  may  be  required  for 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  food  services  at  rates 
of  pay  to  be  fixed  by  said  Board  without  reference  to 
the  Classification  Act  of  1949,  and  with  respect  to  part- 
time  employees  without  regard  to  prohibitions  or  limi¬ 
tations  relating  to  dual  compensation  as  contained  in  any 
Act  of  Congress.

I  hatve  made  a  study  of  the  Voice  of 
America's  religious  broadcasts  and  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  they  are 
doing  a  gooH  job.  It  has  been  explained 
to  me  that  the  policy  behind  these 
broadcasts  is  thi’eefold. 

First,  to  feed  these  spiritually  hungry 
people  through  mfijssages  from  religious 
leaders  and  through  special  services  on 
religious  holidays. 

Second,  to  spread  the  doctrine  of  free¬ 
dom  of  worship. 

Third,  to  emphasize  tha  fundamental 
challenge  of  the  world  today,  the  issue  of 
spirituality  versus  materialism. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  they 
have  carried  out  their  efforts.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  Voice  has  given  full  news 
coverage  to  the  persecution  of  religious 
leaders  in  the  various  satellite  countries. 
For  example,  the  true  story  of  the  trial 
of  Cardinal  Mindszenty  has  been  told 
not  only  to  the  people  of  Hungary  but 
to  the  people  of  the  world.  Throughout 
the  period  of  the  cardinal’s  arrest  and 
trial  the  story  was  given  a  major  play 
in  all  VOA  broadcasts.  These  broad¬ 
casts  were  effective.  Minister  Chapin 
cabled  the  VOA  at  the  time: 

Hungarians  were  brought  to  tears  by  the 
programs  *  *  ♦  listened  on  their  knees, 

praying  for  the  cardinal.  This  is  an  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  accomplishment  of  our  funda¬ 
mental  objective,  namely  to  make  them  feel 
they  are  not  alone  and  abandoned  but  are 
still  part  of  a  spiritual  community  with  the 
west. 

The  fury  of  the  Hungarian  Communist 
regime  over  the  broadcasts  was,  in  itself, 
a  tribute  to  the  programs.  Through  the 
controlled  press  and  radio  the  VOA  was 
bitterly  attacked  for  making  a  martyr 
of  the  cardinal. 

The  case  of  the  Hungarian  Lutheran 
clergyman.  Bishop  Ordass,  the  arrest  of 
15  Protestant  pastors  in  Bulgaria,  the 
persecution  of  Archbishop  Beran  in 
Czechoslovakia,  were  given  similar  treat¬ 
ment. 

The  Voice  does  not,  of  course,  confine 
itself  to  this  type  of  broadcast.  I  under¬ 
stand  that  there  are  weekly  programs, 
both  in  English  and  foreign  languages, 
devoted  to  religious  subjects.  The  vari¬ 
ous  religious  holidays  and  events  of  re¬ 
ligious  importance  are  given  special  at¬ 
tention.  This  spring,  VOA  invited  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Catholic,  Jewish,  and 
Protestant  faiths  to  become  members  of 
a  religious  advisory  panel  which  meets 
regularly  with  Edward  Barrett,  Assist¬ 
ant  Secretary  of  State  for  Public  Affairs, 
to  discuss  and  arrange  programs. 

Commenting  on  these  programs  an 
article  in  Presbyterian  Life,  April  14, 
1951,  says: 

The  Voice  of  America  has  become  the 
champion  of  religious  freedom  in  the  iron- 
curtain  countries. 

The  joy  these  programs  bring  to  the 
listeners  is  told  in  stacks  of  letters  re¬ 
ceived  from  practically  every  country 
penetrated  by  the  Voice.  A  woman  from 
BerMn,  for  example,  wrote: 

Your  Easter  program  was  the  best  yet. 
Tliis  was  an  unforgettably  festive  ho\ir  for 


me  and  my  husband.  This  full  measure  of 
love  and  kindness  brought  tears  to  our  eyes. 
It  is  a  great  consolation  to  know  that  the 
American  people  remember  us. 

This  is  the  spiritual  bridge  the  VOA 
is  building.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  a  bridge 
we  should  expand  and  strengthen  to  the 
limit  of  our  resources. 

So,  in  conclusion  I  think,  instead  of 
trying  to  snipe  at  the  program  we  have 
before  us,  we  ought  to  be  doing  every¬ 
thing  we  can  by  appearing  before  the 
committees  and  coming  down  here  in 
the  well  of  the  House  and  conferring 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  in  every 
other  way  doing  what  we  can  to 
strengthen  the  program,  and  not  de¬ 
stroying  it  and  our  country  as  well. 
Where  the  Department  needs  our  as¬ 
sistance,  I  think  we  should  give  it  every 
bit  of  assistance  we  can;  and  we  can  do 
it  by  strengthening  the  Voice  of  America 
and  the  State  Department  at  the  same 
time. 

Mr.  ROONEY.  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
yield  2  minutes  to  the  gentleman  from 
Arkansas  [Mr.  Hays]. 

-  (Mr.  HAYS  of  Arkansas  asked  and' 
was  given  permission  to  revise  and  ex¬ 
tend  his  remarks.) 

Mr.  HAYS  of  Arkansas.  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  I  would  be  glad  if  the  debate  were 
to  close  upon  the  high  moral  note  just 
sounded  by  the  gentleman  from  Florida 
[Mr.  Bennett].  And  I  would  not  take 
even  these  few  minutes  except  that 
something  that,  was  said  in  general  de¬ 
bate  that  requires  a  comment. 

The  gentleman  from  Wisconsin  [Mr. 
Van  Pelt]  did  not  have  time  to  conclude 
his  remarks  in  criticism  of  Mr.  Raymond 
Swing,  but  since  I  know  Mr.  Swing,  I 
feel  impelled  to  make  this  statement  in 
his  defense.  I  am  sure  the  Voice  of 
America  should  not  be  criticized  for  em¬ 
ploying  such  a  distinguished  broad¬ 
caster.  Mr.  Swing’s  broadcasts  during 
the  war  were  sponsored  by  the  Socony- 
Vacuum  Co.  He  has  received  recogni¬ 
tion  in  such  periodicals  as  Reader’s  Di¬ 
gest,  and  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  and 
as  an  acknowledgement  of  his  great 
service  to  our  country,  honorary  degrees 
from  Harvard  University,  Oberlin,  La¬ 
fayette,  Williams,  Muhlenberg,  Olivet, 
and  other  colleges.  These  institutions 
certainly  would  not  honor  one  whose  loy¬ 
alty  could  be  questioned. 

Whether  one  agreed  with  Mr.  Swing 
or  not  with  reference  to  his  hopes  for 
disarmament,  one  must  recognize  that 
he  has  vigorously  opposed  any  disarma¬ 
ment  by  our  country  until  the  dangers 
that  are  here  have  vanished. 

The  article  by  Mr.  William  Henry 
Chamberlain,  I  believe,  which  criticizes 
Mr.  Swing,  was  based  upon  an  article 
which  Mr.  Swing  wrote  in  1945.  It  was 
based  upon  the  possibility  of  a  general 
disarmament.  And  since  that  time,  of 
course,  it  is  apparent  that  Russia  is  de¬ 
termined  to  continue  a  policy  of  aggres¬ 
sion.  There  is  no  question  in  my  mind 
about  Mr.  Swing’s  loyalty  and  his  pa¬ 
triotism  nor  the  soundness  of  his  view 
that  disarmament  cannot  take  place  as 
long  as  Russia’s  present  policies  prevail. 
He  has  repeatedly  made  clear  his  con¬ 
viction  that  the  United  States  must  not 
disarm  under  these  conditions.

Mr.  McMillan,  from  the  Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia,

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  1349] 

The  Committee  on  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bdl  (S.  1349)  to  establish  a  Department  of  Food  Services  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amend¬ 
ment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  centralize  the  handling  of  cafeterias 
and  school-lunch  problems  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  present 
school  cafeterias  in  Washington  are  operated  by  the  principals  of 
each  school  as  a  private  nonprofit  enterprise.  The  bill  would  estab¬ 
lish  a  central  office  for  food  services,  with  power  to  engage  in  wholesale 
purchasing,  to  establish  uniform  dietary  and  other  standards,  and  to 
administer  school-lunch  and  surplus-food-disposal  programs  in  coop¬ 
eration  with  officials  of  the  Federal  Government.  The  bill  authorizes 
the  establishment  of  a  revolving  fund  of  $25,000.  It  is  contemplated 
that  the  program  will  continue  to  be  non-profit-making  and  self- 
sustaining. 

The  bUl  has  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  and  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  District  of  Columbia.

AN  ACT

1  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  TITLE  I— PUBLIC  SCHOOL  CAEETEEIAS  AND 

4  LUNCHEOOMS 

5  Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  in  the  pubhc 

6  schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia  a  Department  of  Food 

7  Services,  which  Department,  under  the  direction  and  con- 

8  trol  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 

9  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  ‘‘Board”,  is  hereby  authorized 

10  to  conduct  a  centrahzed  system  of  pubhc  school  cafeterias, 

11  lunchrooms,  and  related  services,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 

12  “food  services”. 
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Sec.  2.  For  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the 
Board  is  empowered — 

(a)  to  establish  in  the  Department  of  Food  Services 
an  Office  of  Central  Management  consisting  of  a  Di¬ 
rector  and  Assistant  Dhectors  of  Food  Services,  whose 
compensation  shall  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  the 
District  of  Columbia  Teachers’  Salary  Act  of  1947,  as 
amended ; 

(b)  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Food  Services  and  for  the  use  and  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  the  facilities  and  services  of  such  department; 

(c)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  to  employ  such  personnel  as  may 
be  required  to  manage  cafeterias,  lunchrooms,  and  re¬ 
lated  services  and  to  conduct  the  Office  of  Central 
Management.  The  compensation  of  such  personnel, 
other  than  the  Director  and  Assistant  Directors  of 
Food  Services,  shall  he  fixed  in  accordance  with  the 
Classification  Act  of  1949:  Provided,  That  the  salaries 
of  persons  employed  to  manage  cafeterias,  lunchrooms, 
and  related  services  shall  be  paid  in  installments  and 
computed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  fourth 
and  fifth  paragraphs  under  the  subheading  ^Tor  allow¬ 
ance  to  principals”  under  the  caption  ‘Tuhlic  schools” 
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contained  in  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  ‘‘An  Act  mak¬ 
ing  appropriations  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the 
government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine, 
and  for  other  purposes”,  approved  May  26,  1908  (35 
Stat.  290,  291) ,  as  amended  (sec.  31-609,  D.  C.  Code, 
1940  edition)  :  And  'provided  further,  That  such  per¬ 
sons  shall  not  be  entitled  to  leave  mth  pay  of  any  kind 
except  that  which  is  allowed  teachers  under  the  District 
of  Columbia  Teachers’  Leave  Act  of  1949 ; 

(d)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Schools,  to  employ  on  a  full-time  or 
part-time  basis  such  personnel  as  may  be  required  for 
the  operation  and  maintenance  of  food  services  at  rates 
of  pay  to  be  fixed  by  said  Board  without  reference  to 
the  Classification  Act  of  1949,  and  with  respect  to  part- 
time  employees  without  regard  to  prohibitions  or  limi¬ 
tations  relating  to  dual  compensation  as  contained  in  any 
Act  of  Congress.  Persons  employed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for 
aU  time  when  and  as  they  perform  service,  and,  in 
addition  thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for 
such  holidays  as  faU  within  a  regular  tour  of  duty  of 
not  less  than  five  days  in  any  established  workweek. 
Persons  employed  under  this  paragraph  shall  not  be 
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entitled,  by  reason  of  such  service,  to  vacation  or  annual 
leave  with  pay.  IS’otwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any 
other  law,  such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  sick  leave 
with  pay,  to  be  cumulative  at  the  rate  of  one  day  a 
month,  September  to  June,  inclusive,  of  each  year,  the 
total  cumulation  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  to  be  granted 
under  such  conditions  as  the  Board  may  by  regulation 
prescribe :  Provided,  That  as  to  part-time  employees  such 
leave  shall  be  pro  rated  on  an  hourly  basis.  The  days 
of  sick  leave  with  pay  provided  for  in  this  section  shall 
mean  days  on  which  employees  would  otherwise  work 
and  receive  pay  and  shall  be  exclusive  of  Saturdays, 
Sundays,  hohdays,  and  vacation  periods  authorized  by 
the  Board; 

(e)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools,  to  accept  for  the  benefit  of  the 
program  of  food  services  gifts  of  money  which  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  fund  created  by  section  4  of  this  Act*, 
and  of  personal  property  and  volunteer  personal  service. 
Sec.  3.  Service  rendered  by  any  person  for  salary  or 
wages  as  an  employee  of  any  cafeteria  or  lunchroom  operated 
in  the  pubhc  school  buildings  of  the  District  during  any  period 
prior  to  the  date  when  such  cafeteria  or  lunchroom  is  placed 
under  the  office  of  central  management  shall,  if  and  when  such 
person  becomes  an  employee  of  the  Department  of  Food 
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Services,  be  deemed  to  be  service  rendered  for  tlie  government 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  purposes  of  tlie  Civil  Service 
Retirement  Act,  approved  May  29,  1930,  as  amended,  to  be 
computed  in  accordance  witli  section  5  of  such  Act;  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  such  person  sbaU  make  deposits  covering  such 
service  as  provided  in  section  9  of  such  Act:  And  provided 
further,  That  any  such  person  may  elect  to  make  such  de¬ 
posits  in  installments  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  9  of  such  Act. 

Sec.  4.  Article  II  of  title  I  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
Teachers’  Salary  Act  of  1947,  as  amended,  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  the  following  new  salary  schedules  immediately 
after  the  salary  schedule  for  Class  34 — Child  Labor 
Inspectors :

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Sec.  5.  There  is  hereby  created  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  a  fund  to  be  known  as  “District  of  Columbia 
Public  School  Food  Services  Fund”,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  “Food  Services  Fund”,  and  there  is  authorized  to  be 
appropriated,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
$25,000  which  shall  be  credited  to  the  Food  Services  Fund.

Such  fmid  shall  be  used  as  a  permanent  re¬ 
volving  fund  and  expenditures  therefrom  shall  he  made  only 
upon  vouchers  certified  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  or 
his  designated  agent  and  approved  before  pa3unent  by  the 
Auditor  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  shall  be  disbursed 
in  the  same  manner  as  other  District  of  Columbia  funds  are 
disbursed.  The  Food  Services  Fund  shall  be  available  for 
the  purchase  of  food,  supphes,  and  aU  other  services  and 
expenditures  of  whatever  nature  which  are  necessary  for  the 
conduct  of  the  Department  of  Food  Services,  including  per¬ 
sonal  services,  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  motor  trucks, 
and  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  Office  of  Central 
Management. 
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1  Sec.  6.  Appropriations  are  hereby  authorized  for  the 

2  acquisition,  maintenance  and  replacement  of  equipment  used 

3  or  acquired  for  use  in  the  conduct  of  the  Department  of 

4  Food  Services  in  the  public  schools  of  the  District  of 

5  Columbia. 

6  Sec.  7.  (a)  All  funds,  whether  in  cash  or  other  form, 

7  in  the  custody  or  possession  of  the  person  or  persons  op- 

8  erating  cafeterias  and  lunchrooms  in  puhhc  school  buildings 

9  of  the  District  of  Columbia  which  funds  have  been  derived 

10  from  such  operations  shall,  on  the  date  such  cafeterias  and 

11  lunchrooms  are  placed  under  the  Office  of  Central  Manage- 

12  ment,  he  paid  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  District  of  Columbia, 

13  and  deposited  by  him  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 

14  to  the  credit  of  the  Food  Services  Fund,  and  all  supplies 

15  and  equipment  of  whatever  nature  acquired  for  use  in  such 

16  cafeterias  and  lunchrooms  shall,  by  the  person  or  persons

20  Provided,  That  the  Board  of  Education  shall  place  aU  such

22  agement  not  more  than  one  year  after  the  Department  of 

23  Food  Services  is  estabhshed  by  said  Board. 

24  (b)  AU  obligations  incurred  for  food,  supplies,  and 

25  equipment  used  or  usable  in  the  conduct  of  cafeterias  and

3  agement,  shall  he  paid  from  the  Food  Services  Fund. 

4  Sec.  8.  Insofar  as  the  Board  shall  conduct  a  school- 

5  lunch  program  imder  the  authority  of  this  title,  it  shall  be 

6  considered  a  “school”  within  the  meanmg  of  the  National 

7  School  Lunch  Act,  and  all  funds  to  which  it  may  thus  become 

8  entitled  as  a  participating  school  under  the  National  School 

9  Lunch  Act  shall  be  deposited  in  the  fund  created  by  section 

10  4  hereof. 

11  Sec.  9.  It  shah  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Dis- 

12  trict  of  Columbia  to  audit  at  least  quarterly  the  accoimts 
18  of  the  Department  of  Food  Services  and  make  reports  thereof 

14  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Cohunbia. 

15  Sec.  10.  This  title  may  be  cited  as  the  “District  of 
10  Columbia  Pubhc  School  Food  Services  Act”.

DEPARTMENT  OP  FOOD  SERVICES  “iN 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  OP  THE  DISTRICT  OF 

COLUMBIA 

Mr.  McMillan.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  caU 
up  the  bill  (S.  1349)  to  establish  a  De¬ 
partment  of  Food  Services  for  public 
schools  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
for  other  purposes,  and  ask  for  unani¬ 
mous  consent  that  the  bill  be  considered 
in  the  House  as  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

The  SPEAKER  pro  tempore.  Is  there 
objection  to  the  request  of  the  gentleman 
from  South  Carolina? 

Mr.  SIMPSON  of  Illinois.  Mr.  Speak¬ 
er,  reserving  the  right  to  object,  will  the 
gentleman  explain  the  bill?  This  is  a 
new  departure  in  the  school-lunch  pro- 
giam. 


Mr.  McMlLLAN.  Mr.  Speaker,  the 
purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  centralize  the 
handling  of  cafeterias  and  school-lunch 
problems  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 
The  present  school  cafeterias  in  Wash¬ 
ington  are  operated  by  the  principals  of 
each  school  as  a  private  nonprofit  enter¬ 
prise.  The  bill  would  establish  a  central 
office  for  food  services,  with  power  to  en¬ 
gage  in  wholesale  purchasing,  to  estab¬ 
lish  uniform  dietary  and  other  stand¬ 
ards,  and  to  administer  school-lunch  and 
surplus-food-disposal  programs  in  co¬ 
operation  with  officials  of  the  Federal 
Government.  The  bill  authorizes  the 
establishment  of  a  revolving  fund  of 
$25,000.  It  is  contemplated  that  the  pro¬ 
gram  will  continue  to  be  non-profit-mak¬ 
ing  and  self-sustaining. 

The  bill  has  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  commissioners  and  the  board  of  edu¬ 
cation  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Mr.  SIMPSON  of  Illinois.  Mr.  Speak¬ 
er,  I  withdraw  my  reservation  of  ob¬ 
jection. 

Mr.  MILLER  of  Nebraska.  Mr.  Speak¬ 
er,  reserving  the  right  to  object.  I  want 
to  point  out  that  in  the  last  few  days 
there  has  been  some  criticism  in  the  local 
papers  relative  to  these  cafeterias.  I 
refer  to  some  suggested  irregularities  as 
to  procuring  food.  In  my  opinion,  this 
type  of  bill,  if  it  becomes  a  law.  will  elim¬ 
inate  the  possibility  of  these  irregular¬ 
ities  developing.  It  also  puts  these  cafe¬ 
terias  under  a  manager  so  that  they 
probably  can  buy  in  bulk  lots  and  save 
some  money.  It  is  a  self-supporting 
program.  While  there  is  $25,000  set  up 
by  the  District  Commissioners  in  a  re¬ 
volving  fund,  there  is  a  limitation  as 
to  who  can  be  served.  The  bill  sets  up 
a  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pood 
Services  at  a  basic  salary  of  $6,000  a  year, 
and  sets  a  maximum  of  $7,000  a  year. 
There  is  an  Assistant  Director  set  up  at 
$5,000  a  year.  The  act  is  self-supporting. 

The  SPEAKER  pro  tempore.  Is  there 
objection  to  the  request  of  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  South  Carolina?

The  Clerk  read  the  bill,  as  follows; 

Be  it  enacted,  etc. — 

Title  I — Public  School  Cafeterl4s  and 
Lunchrooms 

Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created 
In  the  public  schools  of  the  District  of  Co¬ 
lumbia  a  Department  of  Food  Services,  which 
department,  under  the  direction  and  con¬ 
trol  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  “Board,”  is  hereby  authorized  to  con¬ 
duct  a  centralized  system  of  public  school 
cafeterias,  lunchrooms,  and  related  services, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  “food  services.” 

Sec.  2.  For  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  the  Board  is  empowered — 

(a)  to  establish  in  the  Department  of  Food 
Services  an  Office  of  Central  Management 
consisting  of  a  Director  and  Assistant  Direc¬ 
tors  of  Food  Services,  whose  compensation 
shall  be  fixed  in  accordance  with  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia  Teachers’  Salary  Act  of 
1947,  as  amended; 

(b)  to  make  and  enforce  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  It  deems  necessary  for  the 
government  of  the  Department  of  Food  Serv¬ 
ices  and  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the 
facilities  and  services  of  such  department; 

(c)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  employ

“Public  schools”  contained  in  the  act  of 
Ckjngress  entitled  “An  act  making  appropria¬ 
tions  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  and  for 
other  purposes,”  approved  May  26,  1908  (35 
Stat.  290,  291),  as  amended  (sec.  31-609, 
D.  C.  Code,  1940  edition)  :  And  provided 
further.  That  such  persons  shall  not  be  en¬ 
titled  to  leave  with  pay  of  any  kind  except 
that  which  is  allowed  teachers  under  the 
District  of  Columbia  Teachers’  Leave  Act  of 
1949; 

(d)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  employ  on 
a  full-time  or  part-time  basis  such  person¬ 
nel  as  may  be  required  for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  food  services  at  rates  of  pay 
to  be  fixed  by  said  Board  with  reference  to 
the  Classification  Act  of  1949,  and  with  re¬ 
spect  to  part-time  employees  without  regard 
to  prohibitions  or  limitations  relating  to 
dual  compensation  as  contained  in  any  act 
of  Congress.  Persons  employed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  be  enti¬ 
tled  to  compensation  for  all  time  when  and 
as  they  perform  service,  and,  in  addition 
thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation 
for  such  holidays  as  fall  within  a  regular 
torn  of  duty  of  not  less  than  5  days  in  any 
established  workweek.

and  of  personal  property  and  volunteer  per¬ 
sonal  service. 

Sec.  3.  Service  rendered  by  any  person  for 
salary  or  wages  as  an  employee  of  any  cafe¬ 
teria  or  lunchroom  operated  in  the  public 
school  buildings  of  the  District  during  any 
period  prior  to  the  date  when  such  cafe¬ 
teria  or  lunchroom  is  placed  under  the  office 
of  central  management  shall,  if  and  when 
such  person  becomes  an  employee  of  the 
Department  of  Food  Services,  be  deemed  to 
be  service  rendered  for  the  government  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  for  purposes  of  the 
Civil  Service  Retirement  Act.  approved  May 
29,  1930,  as  amended,  to  be  computed  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  section  5  of  such  act:  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  such  person  shall  make  deposits 
covering  such  service  as  provided  in  section 
9  of  such  act:  And  provided  further.  That 
any  such  person  may  elect  to  make  such 
deposits  in  installments  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  9  of  such  act. 
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Sec.  4.  Article  11  of  title  I  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  Teachers’  Salary  Act  of  1947, 
as  amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
the  following  new  salary  schedules  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  salary  schedule  for  Class 
34 — Child  Labor  Inspectors:

maintenance  of  motor  trucks,  and  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  conducting  the  OiEce  of  Central 
Management. 

Sec.  6.  Appropriations  are  hereby  author¬ 
ized  for  the  acquistion,  maintenance  and  re¬ 
placement  of  equipment  used  or  acquired  for 
use  in  the  conduct  of  the  Department  of 
Food  Services  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

Sec.  7.  (a)  All  funds,  whether  in  cash  or 
other  form,  in  the  custody  or  possession  of 
the  person  or  persons  operating  cafeterias 
and  lunchrooms  in  public  school  buildings  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  which  funds  have 
been  derived  from  such  operations  shall,  on 
the  date  such  cafeterias  and  lunchrooms  are 
placed  under  the  Office  of  Central  Manage¬ 
ment,  be  paid  to  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  and  deposited  by  him  ih 
the  ‘Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  the 
credit  of- the  Food  Services  Fund,  and  all 
supplies  and  equipment  of  whatever  nature 
acquired  for  use  in  such  cafeterias  and 
lunchrooms  shall,  by  the  person  or  persons

Appropriations  are  hereby  au¬ 
thorized  to  enable  the  Board  of  Education  to 
carry  out  the  contracts  and  programs  au¬ 
thorized  by  this  title.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^ 


TITLE  I— PUBLIC  SCHOOL  CAFETERIAS  AND 
LUNCHROOMS 

Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  in  the  public  schools  of  the

of  the  fourth  and  fifth  paragraphs  under  the  subheading  “For 
allowance  to  principals”  under  the  caption  “Public  schools”  con- 
tained  in  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  “An  Act  making  appropria¬ 
tions  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  nine,  and  for  other  purposes”,  approved  May  26, 
1908  (85  Stat.  290,  291),  as  amended  (sec.  31-609,  D.  C.  Code, 
1940  edition)  :  And  provided  further^  That  such  persons  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  leave  with  pay  of  any  kind  except  that  which  is 
allowed  teachers  under  the  District  of  Columbia  Teachers’  Leave 
Act  of  1949 ; 

(d)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  to  employ  on  a  full-time  or  part-time  basis  such  personnel 
as  may  be  required  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  food 
services  at  rates  of  pay  to  be  fixed  by  said  Board  without  reference 
to  the  Classification  Act  of  1949,  and  with  respect  to  part-time 
employees  without  regard  to  prohibitions  or  limitations  relating 
to  dual  compensation  as  contained  in  any  Act  of  Congress.  Per¬ 
sons  employed  under  the  provisions  of  this  paragi-aph  shall  be 
entitled  to  compensation  for  all  time  when  and  as  they  perform 
service,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation 
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for  such  holidays  as  fall  Avithin  a  regular  tour  of  duty  of  not  less 
Annual  leave,  etc.  than  five  days  in  any  established  workweek.  Persons  employed 
under  this  paragraph  shall  not  be  entitled,  by  reason  of  such 
service,  to  vacation  or  annual  leave  with  pay.  Notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  any  other  law,  such  persons  shall  be  entitled  to 
sick  leave  with  pay,  to  be  cumulative  at  the  rate  of  one  day  a 
month,  September  to  June,  inclusive,  of  each  year,  the  total  cumu¬ 
lation  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  to  be  granted  under  such  condi¬ 
tions  as  the  Board  may  by  regulation  prescribe :  Provided,  That 
as  to  part-time  employees  such  leave  shall  be  pro  rated  on  an 
hourly  basis.  The  days  of  sick  leave  with  pay  provided  for  in 
this  section  shall  mean  days  on  which  employees  would  otherwise 
work  and  receive  pay  and  shall  be  exclusive  of  Saturdays,  Sun¬ 
days,  holidays,  and  vacation  periods  authorized  by  the  Board; 

(e)  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  to  accept  for  the  benefit  of  the  program  of  food  services 
gifts  of  money  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  fund  created  by 
section  4  of  this  Act,  and  of  personal  property  and  volunteer 
personal  service. 

Sec.  3.  Service  rendered  by  any  person  for  salary  or  wages  as  an 
employee  of  any  cafeteria  or  lunchroom  operated  in  the  public  school 
buildings  of  the  District  during  any  period  prior  to  the  date  when 
such  cafeteria  or  lunchroom  is  placed  under  the  office  of  central  man¬ 
agement  shall,  if  and  when  such  person  becomes  an  employee  of  the 
Department  of  Food  Services,  be  deemed  to  be  service  rendered  for 
the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  purposes  of  the  Civil 
Service  Retirement  Act,  approved  May  ‘29,  1030,  as  amended,  to  be 
computed  in  accordance  with  section  5  of  such  Act:  Provided,  That 
691  note,  707.  person  shall  make  deposits  covering  such  service  as  provided  in 
5  u.s.c.  §  section  9  of  such  Act:  And  'provided  further,  That  any  such  person' 
736b.  may  elect  to  make  such  deposits  in  installments  in  accordance  with

Sec.  5.  There  is  hereby  created  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
a  fund  to  be  known  as  “District  of  Columbia  Public  School  Food 
Services  Fund”,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  “Food  Services  Fund”, 
and  there  is  authorized  to  be  appropriated,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the 
District  of  Columbia,  $25,000  which  shall  be  credited  to  the  Food 
Services  Fund.
